and  valleys  and  by-paths.  It  was 
sometime  Shorilr  aftsr  !•  e'eleck 
Monday  morning  whan  aha  left,  her 
dog  «ecompanylng  her.  For  a  while 
ahe  kept  to  the  roadways;  then  wish- 
ing to  penetr.ate  deeper  into  the  lim- 
ber-land.i.  «iho  put  her  horse  Into  an 
old  trail  lei.lintr  up  into  the  hiil«

The  ftuaibcr  fell  froni  126,855  in  1173 
t4  HjtZi  in  1021  It  has,  no  doubt, 
been  urged  before  the  Imperial  Con-

HALLOWrSN  VANDALMM 

Public  opinion  has  been  a  trifle 
aroased.  and    righUy  so.  over  the 

happenings  here  on  Hallowe'en  No 
one  wishes  to  put  a  period  to  the  m 
nocent  joys  of  childhood.  Hal 
lowe'en  is  the  time  for  amusement  of 
the  young,  though  to  the  more  elder- 
ly and  more  soberly  inclined  it  is 
the  "Holy  Even,"  when  memory  is 
directed  to  speculating  on  the  souls  of 
the  departed.  The  conditions  which 
prevailed,  however,  in  some  quarters 
of  this  city  on  the  evening  of  October 
31  can  only  be  described  as  deplor- 
able, aad  they  were  sach  ia  many  in- 
stances as  called  for  the  intervention 
of  the  police.  The  police  wink  at 
the  practice  of  the  setting  off  of  fire 
crackers  in  open  spares,  and  we  do 
not  know  that  it  should  be  stopped, 
because  it  is  an  evidence  of  joy  which 
seeks  a  vent  '  It  is  a  different  matter 
altogether  when  gangs  of  hoodlums 
throw  burning  fireworks  on  verandas 
and  through  ^n  windows  aad  re- 
move gates  which  have  cost  money  to 
install,  as  well  as  doing  other  damage 
to  property.  This  iNestrates  a  lack 
of  education  in  moral  reippnsibillty. 

"Boys  will  be  boys"  is  a  truism, 
but  that  docs  not  mean  that  they 
need  to  be  vandals.  The  damage  of 
Hallowe'en  has  been  carried  to  ex 
travagant  IcMgths  and  it  should  be 
cheched.  and  checked  definitely,  be- 
fore there  is  some  serious  injury  to 
person  or  property.  It  was  only 
through  luck  or  the  vigilance  of 
householders  that  one  or  more 
houses  were  not  fired  last  October 
31.  The  city  has  a  deinite  respon- 
sibility to  its  taxpayers  in  this  matter 
of  so-called  Hallowe'en  "pranks." 
Our  police  force  should'  arouse  itself 
and  act  as  a  check  on  the  hoodlum 
element.  Tf  it  does  not  the  proba^bil- 
tty  is  that  the  householders  who  have 
been  aflllcted  by  reearrlag  aanoyancea 

will  b.iii'1  themselves  together  to  in- 
flict the  thrashing  which  is  so  richly 
deserved  by  those  who  are  com- 
plained of  as  having  injected  a  Spirit 
of  disorder  into  the  Hallowe'en  cele- 
brations.

The  Quebec  Chronicle,  the  oldest 
newspaper  in  Canada  and  bne  of  the 
oldest  newspapers  in  the  world,  has 
celebrated  the  hundred  and  fifty- 
ninth  anniversary  of  its  birth  by  the 
publication  of  a  most  unique  edition 
of  thirtytwo  pat«a.  The  Chronicle 
of '  the  present  day,  up-to-date  in 
every  respect,  with  linotype  compos- 
ing machines  aad  Hoe  rotary  presses 
aad  a  very  complete  news  service,  is 
a  development  from  The  Quebec 
Gazette,  first  published  ia  the  year 
1764.  and  of  The  Morning  Chronicle, 
which  succeeded  it  in  the  year  1847. 

Brigadier-Ceneral  Murray,  who 
fought  with  Wolfe  oa  the  historic 
Plains  of  Abraham  and  became  the 
first  Governor  of  Canada  after  the 
conquest  of  the  French  by  the  Brit- 
ish, while  not  the  actual  founder  of 
The  Gazette,  was  chiefly  instrumental 
in  its  foundation.  The  Quebec  Chron- 
iele  of  the  present  day  is  the  crea- 
tion of  Major-General  Sir  David 
Watson,  who  gaiaed  a  brilliant  repu- 
tation in  the  lata  war.  # 

The  Quebec  Gazette  was  pnblishe<l 
in  both  English  and  French.  The 
Quebec  Chraalcle,  althoagh  cirealat- 

ing  in  a  conatitaapcy  Which  is  said  to 
be  about  90  fcr  cent  French,  ia 
printed  aaUraijr  ia  Baglish.  The 
newspaper,  ahbaafh  laboring  under 
what  must  be  a  very  heavy  handicap, 
has  prospered  exceedingly.  That 
fact  bears  elogaaat  testimoay  to  the 
cspacity  of  its  staff  of  editors  and 
reporters  and  to  the  rsaoarcefulness 
aad  taterprisc  of  its  maaagcrs.

The  succeasor  of  Mr.  Boaar  Law  is 
also  a  business  amn  more  than  a 
politician,  but  be  also  appears  to  be 
a  bolder  man  than  his  predecessor  in 
oftice  He  has  taken  a  step  that  ao 
man  who  is  wholly  a  politician  would 
have  dared  to  have  taken.  He  has 
declared  that  while  the  principle  of 
free  trade  is  sound  and  while  the  ap- 
plication of  that  principle  has  served 
his  country  well  in^the  past,  new

The  people  of  the  Mother  l^nd 
have  not  completely  rccovarad  from

They  are  taking  time  to 
give  the  matter  consideration  aad  de- 
cide what  they  shall  do  about  it.  Mr. 
H.  H.  Asquith  has  spoken,  it  is  true; 
but  the  former  Premier  and  present 
tentative  Liberal  leader  evidently  has 
not  been  accepted  as  one  who  is  en- 
titled to  speak  with  high  authority. 
Definite  action  is  therefore  suspended 
aatU  Mr.  Uoyd  George's  foot  aa 
again  apon  ita  native  heath.

The  man  who  is  known  as  the  War 
Premier  and  has  had  a  tumultuous  rc- 
ceptioa  In  both  Canada  and  the 
United  States  evidently  is  regarded 
aa  the  real  arbiter  of  the  fate  of  the 
Free  Trade  party.  He  is  considered 
the  only  Moses  capable  of  leading  the 
Liberal  Party  out  of  the  wilderness. 
But  that  party  must  be  united  before 
it  can  be  Icd.anywhcre,  and  it  is  at 
least  a  matter  of  considerable  doubt 
whether  Mr.  Lloyd  George,  notwith- 
atandiat  tremendous  personal 

magnetism  and  wonderful  power  as  a 

speaker,  can  do  that.

The  little  Welshman  is  accused  by 
his  former  eolleagaes  and  followers 

of  having  betrayed  them,  of  having 
abandoned  his  frienda  and  gone  over 
to  the  enemy  at  a  critical  time  in  th<> 
history  of  Liberalism.  The  hearts  of 
a  very  large  section  of  the  Liberal 
party  are  therefore  bitter  against 
their  former  chief,  and  Mr.  Lloyd 
George  will  have  to  encounter  a 
wave  of  resentment  after  he  arrives 
in  England  and  proceeds  to  give  the 
political    situation  his  most  serious 

consideration.

There  are  also  other  factors  in  this 
most  interesting  situation.  Mr. 
Lloyd  Ceorge  is  further  accused  of 
being  a  temperamental  person;  of 
having  no  fixed  political  priadples 
according  to  established  staadards  of 
political  principles;  even  of  being  an 
opportunist.

cumstances may  develop  that  require 
some  deviation  from  that  principle. 
In  a  word  no  one  knows  with  cer- 
tainty what  the  attitade  of  Mr.  Lloyd 

f".eor-(e  may  fie  on  the  gieat  issue 
raised  by  Premier  Baldw.r;  no  one 
pretends  to  ba  certain  shout  what 
Mr.  '.loyd  r.eorge  wou'd  do  should 
the  Liberal  party  open  its  arms,  for- 
give him  his  sin^  aad  Ilac  ap  in  a 

solid  column  hebiiid  him.

The  foregoing  are  the  facts  which 
lend  great  int^est  to  the  political 
situation  in  Great  Britain.  But  from 
a  Canadian  point  of  view  there  is  a 
practical  aa  well  as  a  sentimental  or 
abstract  side  to  the  question.  The 
idea  of  preferential  trade  originated 
in  Canada.  It  was  born  in  Ottawa. 
It  was  adopted  in  principle  in  certain 
of  the  other  British  Dominions  and  in 
Great  Britain  itself.  But  it  has  not 
developed  any  particular  strength. 
Thus  far  it  remains  bat  a  feeble 
spark,  but  if  Premier  Baldwin  sticks 
to  his  guns  and  serves  them  man- 
fally,  H  aay  dgsilap  Imo  a  great 
flame.

That  is  why  this  controversy  is  ot 
supreme  intercat  to  Canadians.  Our 
industrial  experiaaee  ia  practically 
that  of  Great  Britain.  Our  prodncts, 
with  the  esceptioa  of  raw  aMterials. 
potentially  tba  SMat  vahnble  of  all 
our  peaseaaiaas.  are  ekat  out  of  all 
foreign  markets.  Business  in  Can- 
ada haa  been  languishing  in  recent 
>ears  on  that  accoaat.  ler

Our  dairy  Induatry,  and  by  it  I 
mean  the  butler  producers  of  Knt 
ish  ("olumbla.  are  no  t>«tter  off  Unan- 
clally  than  the  apple  growers,  yet 
their  trouble  Is  almost  wholly  due  to 
lack  of  "irrading"  and  "merrhandli-

Mrs.  Adams  Beck  gently  reproved 
the  writers  who  showed  the  tendency 
to  follow  a  "Journalese"  style  in  their 
books.  Journaleae  was  necessary  and 
therefore  right  enough  for  the  news- 
papers: but  It  was  not  the  right  style 
for  those  who  were  writing  books.  In 
several  Canadian  books  which  rhe  had 
read  ahe  ha<l  found  a  tendency  to 
overlook  the  tradition  of  pure  and 
I  eautlful  Rngllah.  Big  words  were 
used  whsrs  little  onee  would  be  bet- 
ter: "donate"  for  "gtve,"  for  example. 
The  Bible  fumiabed  one  of  the  best 
exsmples  of  the  monosyllable  and 
simple,  lucid,  forceful  KnttHsh.  Mreat 
writers  like  Itrownlng  and  Meredith 
who  had  chosen  to  he  obscure  were 
the  worae  for  their  obscurity,  because 
people  did  not  read  their  more  ob- 
scure tblnga.  It  waa  not  at  all  grand 
to  bo  unluoM.

tish point  of  view. 

"We  defeated  the  xreat  Napoleon 
without  ever  employinK  at  any  one 
t!me  more  than  60,000  British  troops. 
The  armies  In  the  late  war  were  ver> 
muoh  larger,  bat  we  oould  and  ahould. 
have  defeated  the  Uttle  Kalssr  with- 
out xending  more  thaa  half  a  million 
men  in  Europo. 

IMuwe's  Blunder 

"The  prime  reason  for  the  ruinous 
expansion  of  the  war  was  the  Incom- 
petsnes  of  the  French  general  staff 
beforo  ltl4.    They  had  had  40  years 

in  which  to  work  out  the  problems 
cf  the  defence  of  France,  and  their 
r>lan«  ft'tu.'illy  left  the  whole  of  the 
northern  Industrial  districts  of 
I  raaos  delsasslsM. 

"Never  were  there  such  miscalcu- 
lations in  military  history.  Lord 
Kit'  hen^r  knew  In8tlnctl\e1y  that  the 
main  line  of  (Jerman  Invasion  would 
not  oomo  ui)  the  Meune  an  the  French 
thought,  but  would  take  a  wider  arc 
and  go  throach  BmsMls  snd  UUe. 

"That  never  eoearred  to  the  French 
gem^ral  staff,  or  If  It  did  they 
ImaRlned  that  iheir  crazy  invasion  of 
Lorraine  would  upset  the  obvious 
German  strategy. 

"Thess  mlscalcu  latioss  were  oon- 
tinaed.  Foeh  wse  the  sreh-sdvoeste 
of  the  break -throBCh,  ths  premature 
silemptn  at  which  were  responsible 
for  the  Kreateet  loss  of  life  in  tb»' 
war.  Ho  great  was  the  Indignation  In 
the  French  army  at  this  loss  of  life 
that  in  April.  1917.  a  mutiny  took 
place,  sad  as  a  result  the  French 
army  never  made  snsther  general  of- 
fcnalve  ontll  the  Summer  of  Ittt. 

"All  XhnX  time  Hnd  risbf  to  ihe  rnrt 

of  the  war  the  brunt  of  the  fighting 
fell  on  the  British  army.  It  1.'^ 
r.eeesssry  to  asy  theee  things  now: 
they  oould  not  be  ssid  while  ths  war 

was  In  progress. 

'  Had  the  Krencli  plana  of  defenC'? 
been  rationally  conceived.  France 
could  never  have  been  invaded.  Yow 
could  not  haye  s  stronger  line  of  de- 
fines thaa  thst  which  the  a«rman« 
held  for  ao  long  In  Franoe.  Tot  it 
was  purely  artificial,  and  the  French 
( ould   have  had   one  equally  strong 

on  the  frontier 

Britain's  Naval  Power 

"Moreover,  even  after  France  had 
been  Invaded,  a  purely  defensive 
policy.  properly  organlied,  would 
have  enabled  the  Fren<~ti  army,  with 
the  assistance  of.  say.  half  a  million 
British  soldiers,  to  haM  He  graand 
indstlaltsly. 

"Tho  sesond  grest  reason  far  the 
prolongation  of  the  war  aad  Its  an- 
reeessary  waste  of  life  was  that  Bri- 
tish naval  strategy  was  never  given 
n  proper  chance  of  development  Our 
alliance  with  France  committed  us  to 
a  continental  strategy,  the  mlscal- 
culatioos  of  her  gsaorsl  staff  In  the 
initial  sisgss  of  ths  war.  aad  later 
drained*  oar  eaeigleo  snd  oar  blood 
rontinental  channels.

■  PPlylBg  what  wss  aubstsatlally  the 
same  Idea.  Uoyd  Ooorgs  sras  an- 
other, and  his  idea  was  the  develop- 
ment of  Hn  uitacl<  on  Austria  from 
ths  south.  Kventuttlb  this  came  off, 
but  too  late  to  M'i\>  itie  enurmouH 
waste  of  life  in  fruntal  attacks  in 
France.  The  stranglehold  which 
continental  etrategy  had  got  aver  om 
pbuis  wsa  too  etronf  by  ItlT  to 
released. 

"To  make  these  points,  and  to  dwell 
on  ilf  niistal^eH  of  curly  French 
flrategy.  Is  not  by  any  means  un- 
friendly to  France  l-i,iiic,.  iia«  got 
the  wrong  idea  of  what  wc  did  in 
the  war.  She  thinks  of  u.i  aK  doing 
in  s  clumsy  way  and  amateurish  way 
vkhat  shs  did  much  better. 

KvU  Kntanglc^icntH 

"Sea-power  Is  to  her  thinking  u 
question  of  bloekade.  It  Is  much 
more,  snd  ear  saariflas  was  greater 
thsa  rraaaa  saspsets.  If  we  allowed 
oureelves  to  be  seduced  from  our 
traditional  strategy  of  using  our 
sea-power  In  conjunction  with  com- 
paratively small  forces;  If  we  were 
never  able  to  shake  ourselves  free 
from  this  entanglement;  and  if.  in 
consequence,  the  war  was  prolonged 
by  at  least  two  years,  sad  the  loes  of 
life  and  treasure  multiplied  mkri^f 
times,  it  was  not  of  our  own  free 
choice.  It  was  because  the  P*rench 
general  staff  rnl.icali-ulated  lis  own 
problems,  because  ntllltary  men, 
whsther  French,  German  or  Knglisb, 
do  not  underetand  sea-power,  and  bc- 
oauee  our  -sound  Insular  Ideas  of 
strategy  SMBS  hUittad^hg  _  suutlne 
sympathy  with  Invaded  France  and  a 
desire  to  take  the  short  cut  tO  freeing 
her  soil  of  the  Invader. 


"One  of  the  oldeet  perversions  of 

Liberal  thought  is  that  which  estab- 
l..<»hed  »i  .»<pecle8  of  alliance  during 
the  war  l)ctwepn  AHquithlan  IJberal- 
ihin  and  the  «trale)?lc.Tl  IdeaM  of  HaiK 
and  the  continental  mlllturist.  There 
was  one  way,  and  one  only,  in  which 
we  might  have  been  spared  con- 
scription, and  that  was  by  getting 
back  at  the  first  opportunity  to  the 
traditional  British  strategy.  There 
was  still  a  chance  in  1915,  and  it 
was  missed.  But  directly  wc  were 
committed  to  the  contlnentnl  school, 
there  was  no  chanco,

To  All  Presbyterians: 

Do  not  be  deceived  by  migleading  statementa  to  the  effect 
that  Church  Union  ia  aettled-^or  it  ia  n6t  finally  aettled  and 
cannot  be,  until  aettled  by  the  people  who  conatitilt*  the 
Church. 


The  general  assembly  ia  not  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
it  is  a  court  of  the  church,  constituted  for  the  continnanc# 
and  maintenance  of  the  Ciuu-ch  only. 

The  Church  has  been  refused  the  rig^ht  to  consider  the 
question,  or  to  vote  upon  the  proposed  c^i  lation.  The  Uat 
vote  was  taken  in  1915  and  ahowed  an  increaae  of  23,000 
against  Union  and  an  increaae  of  only  600  for  Union.  The 
billa  have  never  been  submitted  to  the  i  c  ^  e  for  their  judg- 
ment. Union  leadtra  are  afndd  to  aubmit  the  whole  queation 
to  the  people  today.  Theee  biUa  are  coercive  and  m^juat 
They  ignore  the  votea  of  73,735  luahilwni  of  the  Chnch  and 
the  voiea  of  hundreda  of  congregstiona  recorded  against 
Union.  They  violate  the  pledges  given  by  the  General 
Aaaembly  in  1905  regarding  the  neceaaity  of  practical  unani- 
mity and  in  1916  regarding  the  righta  of  thoit  oppoaad.  - 

1  hcsc  bills  must  be  opposed  m  the  iiiicicst  of  justice  and 
liberty.  Do  not  be  lulled  into  inaction  by  statements  that 
the  consummation  of  Union  will  make  no  change  in  your 
congregation.
